DEVELOPMENT OF BETHEL. 

Bethel and Newry are In a state 
: of excitement over the possibility 
of large industrial developments. 
It is but recently known, general¬ 
ly, that, for some time past, nego¬ 
tiations have been going on for 
the bonding of the water privileges 
on the Androscoggin in Bethel, 
about four miles below the village 
and near Middle Intervale. 

The water power in this vicinity 
’ is one of the best and only awaits 
theiugenuity of man, and suffic¬ 
ient capitil, to be a source of 
almost untold revenue to Bethel 
and vicinity. 

To use this power, it would be 
necessary to build a dam across 
I the Androscoggin near Newry Cor¬ 
ner, and by the use of canals, an 
aggregate of * from 2000 to 3000 
horse power would be secured. It 
is rumored that pulp aud paper 
mills are to be erected by a syndi¬ 
cate representing the New York 
Sun; It is however, a fact, that 
large lots of land have been bond¬ 
ed by Thale Brown and a Mr. Em¬ 
ery of Portland, the bonds to hold 
until next June, which gives am¬ 
ple time for whatever project may 
be afoot. 

At Middle Intervale, many of the 
large farms near the river would 
-be flowed, although the dam would 
be built below the settlement. Mr. 
C. N. Kimball, Mr. B. W. Kimball, 
Mr. Frank Russell and many oth¬ 
ers, whose names we have not 
learned, have bonded a number of 
acres of land to these parties at 
reasonable prices, looking forward 
to increased value of adjoining 
property if the project should ma¬ 
terialize. 

The facilities for the location of 
large mills cannot he excelled; 
vast timber lands are within reach, 
a level country extending from the 
river, affording j ust the place for 
building, should business develop. 
Our now quiet town looks eagerly 
forward to great changes fchat must 
come when Nature’s great gift to 
this section, a vast water power, 
shall be harnessed into the shafts 
of capital. 

Such developments will be of 
'Value, not only to Bethel, but for 
miles around. For our own village, 

; it is said that a railway from the 
Grand Trunk line will be necessi¬ 
tated in order to facilitate the 
transportation of the large product 
of the plant; that the mills will be 
far enough removed to still keep 
our town a lovely summer resort; 
that it must of necessity be the 
centre of business transactions. 

Our townsmen eagerly look for¬ 
ward to the outcome of the great 
venture, knowing full well, that if 
the era of development is. not 
here at present, it must come In 
the near future. 

The selectmen were in session at- 
their office Saturday, for the trans¬ 
action of business. 

Deputy Gyrus M. Wormell has 
been in Boston of late, looking for 
one Guy W, Adams, who went from 
Albany over a year ago, accompan¬ 
ied by Airs. Isabella B. Brown, 
who deserted a kind husband and 
two small children. Those people 
who have travelled about consider¬ 
able, and were known, wherever 
they went as Air. and Airs. Adams, 
were found in a lodging house in 
Boston. A warrant was served 
and Adams brought to Bethel. 

The bodies of Michael O’Connell, 
and Alfred Estes of Bethel, were 
found in a freight car loaded with 
potatoes, at Aleirose, Mass., last 
Thursday. The Medical Examin¬ 
er states that death resulted from 
gas which escaped from the car 
stove and not from foul play. A 
; pool of blood found near Estes' 
head the doctor found to be from a 
bnrsted blood vessel. Alfred Estes 
had had charge of the car since it 
left Bethel; he leaves, a daughter, 
Mrs. John Buzzell of Rumford 
Falls, and a grandchild, Airs. Lil¬ 
lian Luxton, with whom he has re¬ 
cently made his home.

REMINISCENCES. 

| . -1 

“Turn back observantly into your 
! own youth, and awaken, warm, and viv¬ 
ify the eternal youth of your mind.”— 
Fkoebel. 

It is a pleasant thing to people 
again, in fancy, that little village 
by the sea, with the men and wom¬ 
en of my childhood days. Simple 
country folk they were,but fine and 
lovable they seem, as I look back 
upon them. Plain, and strong, and 
hospitable, alike themselves, were 
the houses they built. Great, 
square, fiat-roofed mansions, fac¬ 
ing the sea, with broad stretch of 
wind-swept lawn, or substantial 
ones of brick; here and there, the 
quaint combination of brick gables 
and wooden sides. 

The picture I most coveted, in a 
recent artists' exhibition in Boston, 
was a water color of one of these 
beautiful old colonial front doors, 
with its leaded side-lights and arch 
above, its broad granite steps and 
the flagged walk leading up. 
There was a glimpse of the hall 
within, where the spy-glass stood, 
and the barometer hung. I could 
see, too what the water color did 
not show—except to those.to whom 
that old doorway was a dear, fa¬ 
miliar thing,—tho pictures on the 
wall, of the big ships in which the 
sons of the house had sailed. 

It was one of those sons who 
commanded the Ward liner whieh 
lay just behind the Maine in Ha¬ 
vana harbor, last February,.whose 
boats were the first to the rescue, 
and to whose decks the survivors 
went on that fateful night. I am 
sure the tribute that Gapt. Sigsbee, 
in his recent article in the Centu¬ 
ry, pays to Gapt. Frank Stevens, is 
pleasant reading to all who know 
that gallant man. 

So ruthless have been the in¬ 
roads of death in tha? little town, 
that I can recall but one house 
which, is now occupied by the fam- r 
ily wRo lived in it when I was a 
child. Fortunately, many of them 
are held by prosperous descend¬ 
ants, as summer homes. Far more 
charming, too, they seem to me 
than the handsome, modern cot¬ 
tages of the summer colouy at 
“The Point.” 

Arany of them had fine, old fur¬ 
nishings. In the old, square house 
with the big horse chestnuts in 
front, were seven sets of delicate 
imported china, a massive side¬ 
board, which would half fill an 
ordinary room, carved back chairs, 
Chippendale tables, and hosts of 
other distracting things. There,by a 
curious fate, they still remain, toot 
For the headstrong old lord of the 
mansion, who had a quarrel with 
his Congregational brethren, more 
than half a century ago, over the 
building of a new academy, was 
determined that the Baptists, of 
whom he was foremost, should 
have an academy, too. So, though 
his widow had the use of all'the 
fine things while she lived, and an 
income from the estate, not one of 
the treasures could she bestow up¬ 
on the most covetous niece or 
nephew. All the property was to 
be held for that precious academy, 
which was to be built when the 
sum had reached a certain limit. 
Built it has been, and dedicated 
this very fall, but under conditions 
that seem somewhat of an affront 
to the doughty old squire. The 
funds of the obnoxious Congrega¬ 
tional institution have, been united 
to his, the rival boards of trustees 
Consolidated, the very names 
coupled, aud the new concern 
3tyled the Bluehill-George Stevens 
Academy. The Congregational 
building, became superannuated 
just as the old gentleman’s plans 
matured-and the shrewd men of 
this day and generation evolved 
the joint scheme. Probably they 
soothed their consciences by the 
reflection that fifty years or more 
in the realms of the blest, had 
modified the squire’s belligerent 
tendencies. It is to be hoped that 
is so, for otherwise he must be hav¬ 
ing rather an uncomfortable time 
of it, and that would be a pity, for 
he was a fine old character, not-' 
withstanding his antipathy to 
Congregationalists. 

. In view of the futility of his 
cherished scheme, we may be par¬ 
doned the thought that, if ever 
earthly strains mingle with celes¬ 
tial choirs, he may catch, now and 
then, echoes of that favorite hymn 
of his day, with suitable modifica¬ 
tions as to locality: 

“How vain are all things there below 

How false hut yet how fair!” 

It may be stated, for the benefit 
of those whose sympathies have 
gone out to the restricted widow, 
that the good lady made the most 
of her opportunities by marrying a 
retired Baptist clergyman, who 
comfortably shared her life estate. 
.1 used to meet him walking out in 
the morning,-in a flowered dress¬ 
ing gown—fine' old gentlemen 
always * wore flowered dressing 
gowns, then; he had a tall, shiny 
hat and his boots squeaked. To 
this day, squeaking boots are 


always, at first thoughts, suggest¬ 
ive, of ultra gentility. 

Most of the furnishings of the 
parlors of my great uncle,—Gapt. 
Jude, as he was called, in distinc¬ 
tion to his brothers, Capt. Christo¬ 
pher and Capt. Bill,were brought 
from across the seas, even the 
quaint little piano. The walls of 
the sitting- room upstairs, were 
hung with Italian views. I used 
to gaze so much at the Campo San¬ 
to which hung over the mantel 
piece, that I am sure I should feel 
perfectly at home in the “Holy 
Field” any day. Opposite, hung a 
viey/of Florence with the Italian 
name, Firenze beneath. Afy en¬ 
joyment of that, was hampered by 
the melancholy fact that I had not 
the remotest idea where Firenze 
was, nor could I find it on any 
map in the geography, though I 
searched diligently in all quarters 
of the globe. I was too shy to ask 
for enlightenment and it was not 
until after years that the mystery 
was solved, 

Those were the days of sacred 
spare chambers and parlors. When 
I remember what realms of en¬ 
chantment those closed precincts 
were, I am convinced that we have 
defrauded our children In secular¬ 
izing them. The spare chamber 
was never to be invaded for any 
family emergency, however great, 
nor the casual visits of “own folks.” 
Nothing but the advent of some 
distinguished guest disturbed its 
order. In the stealthy glances I 
was now and then permitted to 
take, I used to see my mother’s 
best bonnet reposing decorously in 
the middle of the bed, with, some¬ 
times, my Sunday hat lying meek¬ 
ly beside it, My father’s figured 
velvet waistcoat hung carefully 
over the back of one chair, with a 
folded crape shawl or a prim silk 
mantilla over another. All these 
were so dedicate to great occasions, 
that their presence in the sacred 
place seemed in no way unfitting. 

Company meant something in 
those days. No such everyday 
affair as we make it now. The 
parlor was opened and carefully 
dusted. I could gaze at length on 
the beautiful, flowered carpet, have 
time to study the shell designs on 
the mantel, with a view to a decis¬ 
ion as to their rival beauties, at 
which, however, I never,, quite ar¬ 
rived ; could select my horse in 
Rosa Bonheur's “Horse Fair,” and 
my apostle in the illustrated Lord’s 
Prayer; could bask in “The Spirit 
of ’76,” and rejoice in “The Land¬ 
ing of the Pilgi’ims.” How tame 
iu comparison my delight had I 
been permitted the daily enjoy¬ 
ment of these precious works of 
art! Then the delicate china was 
to be handed down, and the best 
silver to be taken out. How like a 
full-fledged housewife I felt when 
1 was allowed to polish the slender 
little teaspoons! And what pre¬ 
serves, and cake, and floating is- 
ands -for tea! People had not 
dreamed of the attenuated but con¬ 
venient “light refreshments” then, 
aud no haunting knowledge of di¬ 
etetics disturbed digestion. We 
children slept in trundle-beds. 

W ho was it first thought the 
onward march of progress demand¬ 
ed that trundle-beds should be 
abolished, I should like to know ! 
Was ever any other rest so sweet 
aud safe? With a chance, if one 
were wakeful, of hearing all the 
family secrets, too. Aline was in 
the bed-room off the back parlor, 
and when I was banished from the 
cheery, blazing fire, the pain of 
separation was generally mitigated 
by the indulgence of a half-open 
door. Of course it was not sitting 
up like grown folks, but it was the 
next best' thing. Never did.I ap¬ 
preciate the privilege so much,— 
except on the visits of the minis¬ 
ter or the ‘Preceptor’ of the acade¬ 
my, who were always the patron 
saints of my childhood,:—as when 

jolly Capt.- of Belfast, made 

one of the group about the fire. No 
laugh so contagious, no joke so 
funny, no story so entertaining, as 
his. Big, burly man, he was, pros¬ 
perous and happy,, all unconscious 
of the terrible fate awaiting him. 
Sometime in the early seventies, he 
lost a fine ship with a valuable 
cargo, in the Straits of Magellan. 
Returning home, he met.with cen¬ 
sure, real of fancied, from his own¬ 
ers. Buoyant and brave, he assur¬ 
ed them that he could raise the 
ship, which sank in comparative¬ 
ly shoal water. So he went to the 
scene of disaster, equipped with a 
force for raising the vessel, or at 
least, regaining some of her cargo. 
Long and desperately he struggled, 
but in vain. When at. length the 
day came upon which he was forc¬ 
ed to abandon the enterprise as, 
hopeless, he plunged into the sea, 
a raving maniac. He was brought 
home, wailing all the weary way 
over his lost ship, and taken to the 
asylum at Augusta. Stronger and 
stronger upqn.liim,the fearful mal¬ 
ady fastened itself. For twenty 
years he groveled in solitary con¬ 
finement, seeing only the faces of 


his keepers. It was but a short 
time ago that death came as a 
merciful release to him, and to the 
sweet, sad faced little wife, crushed 
beneath the weary weight of worse 
than widowhood,and “he passed to 
where beyond these voices there is 
peace.” 

Another striking figure stands 
always in my mind, silhouetted 
beside him, a tall, guanb man with 
face bronzed by tropic suns, bend¬ 
ing over an embroidery frame. 
Through years of nervous prostra- 
tlou he warded off a dreaded insan¬ 
ity, by devotiOD to this feminine 
employment. The incongruity of 
the t sk was striking, amu3ing, 
had it not been so pathetic. He 
had spent most of his life in the 
East Indian trade. One of his 
most interesting stories, to me, 
was of the trained, elephants who 
load ships in Afauimain, British 
India. Now and then, at the re¬ 
membrance of his former adven¬ 
tures, the tall form would become 
alert, the black eyes flash with the 
old time fire. I remember his sto¬ 
ry of eluding the captain of the 
Confederate cruiser Alabama, in 
the Straits of Alalacca. Semmes 
was on his wildest raid, capturing 
and burning every unlucky ship 
that came within his reach. Capt. 
.—:—, who had a valuable cargo, 
bad so successfully evaded him 
that he was stirred to send most 
direful threats to' the Rockland 
captain, saying.he would burn kini 
sure. “I sent word to him not to 
bux-n me till he caught me,” the 
old man said, the embroidery drop¬ 
ping unheeded, as he rehearsed the 
tale of the exciting chase and the 
maneuvres, by which he brought 
his good ship unharmed, into safer

Able Son of the Pine Tree State 
Passed Away at Washington. 


After a Brave Struggle. 


Record of a Long and Disfinguished Career 
In Public Life. 


Hon. Nelson Dingley, leader of the 
house, chairman of the ways and means 


representative from Auburn to the state 
legislature, in which body he at once 
took high rank, was re-elected in 1862, 
and chosen speaker of the house at the 
session of 1S63. In 1803 he removed to 
Lewiston, where a few months after he 
was elected to the legislature, and at the 
opening of the legislative session of 1864 
was unanimously re-elected speaker. At 
the state election of 1864 he was elected 
to the house a fourth time, and at the 
session of 1865 was again-tendered the 
position of speaker, which he declined, 
preferring to take his place on the floor. 
He was also a representative tQ the legis¬ 
lature from Lewiston in 1868 and 1873. 

In forming his cabinet, prior to enter¬ 
ing on the duties of chief executive, 
March 4, 1897, President McKinley ten¬ 
dered the position of secretary of the 
treasury to Mr, Dingley, but he declined 
the offer, preferring to remain in his 
position as chairman of the ways and 
means committee and floor leader of the 
Republican majority of the house.

SMUT IN WHEAT. 

tfeihoda of Prevention. Found Suc¬ 
cessful at Oliio Experiment Station. 

Loose smut is that noticeable at blos¬ 
soming time which destroys usually the 
entire head. Stinking smut converts 
the kernels of wheat into masses of dark 
brown, ill smelling fungus spores. The 
Ohio station has been successful in pre¬ 
venting both of these smuts and recom¬ 
mends the following methods: 

In .all the methods employed for 
stinking smut it is probably advisable 
.to immerse the grain first in cold wa¬ 
ter, with stirring, and to skim off the 
smut balls whioh will in this .manner 
rise to the top of the water. . After this 
is completed either of the following 
treatments may be employed: 

Hot Water.—Immerse this skimmed 
seed, contained in gunny bag or suita¬ 
ble wire mesh vessel, for ten minutes 
in hot water at a temperature of 133 de¬ 
grees F. Then dry on smut free surface, 
cooling quickly by thoroughly stirring, 
or cold water may be employed to cool 
the grain. Remember, these tempera¬ 
tures are to be determined by a ther¬ 
mometer. Longer immersion than ten 
minutes at that temperature may injure 
the grain. 

Bluestone, Copper Sulphate,—Make a 
solution at the rate of one pound to five 
gallons of water. In this solution im¬ 
merse the seed wheat, freed from the 
smut balls as before described, for ten 
minutes. Allow to stand ten minutes ia 
sack to drain, then spread and dry with 
air slaked lime, shoveling over fre¬ 
quently. 

Or, by sprinkling, use the above solu¬ 
tion at the rate of one gallon to one 
bushel of grain in heap. Apply by 
sprinkling can at intervals of five or 
ten minutes. Stir the whole so as to be 
uniformly wet. At the end, say, of one 
hour, shovel over and dry with lime, 
if desired. 

Formalin.—This may be used at the 
rate of one pound to 60 gallons of water 
and the seed treated by sprinkling or by 
immersion for 30 minutes. 

For loose Smut of wheat a modified 
hot water treatment is as follows: Soak 
the.seed grain for four hours in cold 
water, let stand four hours more in the 
wet sacks. Then imur '’rse for five min¬ 
utes in hot water at a temperature of 
133 degrees F. Spread at once ofi a 
smut free surface to dry, and sow. Use 
one-half more seed to replace that in¬ 
jured by the treatment. 

Applying Manure Direct Prom tlie 
Barn. 

It is my practice to get manure on to 
the laud to be fertilized as soon after it 
is made as possible and at the least ex¬ 
pense. Nothing is added to the heap by 
decay or "handling. I try to clean up 
the premises every week or two, except 
during February, when the snow ia 
very deep, as I do not believe in keep¬ 
ing barnyard manure corded up to heat 
and become otherwise damaged. I do 
not use a manure shed. Ordinary rain¬ 
storms will not do any injury. A cover¬ 
ed pile, unless looked after very care¬ 
fully, will heat and deteriorate. The 
rains will promote deoay, whioh is a 
benefit. Most of the barnyard manure 
will be spread on sod land intended for 
corn. If my plan of hauling out each 
week is followed, the best results the 
following year will be noted where tbe 
first load was applied. Spread at once 
and do not place in heaps. 

On an ordinary‘farm I do not believe 
there is any need of a compost heap for 
the sole object of oausing weed seeds to 
sprout. Manure from home grown feeds 
does not ordinarily contain many weed 
seeds. I do not believe, however, in a 
compost heap for material other than 
the manure from the barnyard.. To this 
add all refuse from the kitchen which 
the farm animals will not eat—ashes, 
tops of vegetables, weeds and the like. 
Cover the pile occasionally with dry 
earth, which will prevent offensive 
odors. Many a cartload of humus will 
result from this heap, says a Canadian 
correspondent of The American Agri¬ 
culturist. 

Feeding: Value of Maize Stover. 

Maize stover in some form or other 
is one of the most abundant foods in the 
United States for all kinds of farm ani¬ 
mals. In some localities it almost ex¬ 
cludes other forms of coarse feed, such 
as timothy hay, clover, etc. This fod¬ 
der is often fed in the coarse state with¬ 
out any preparation whatever. In this 
condition a very large percentage of it 
is wasted, the cattle eating little except 
the blades, and perhaps some of the 
smaller and tenderer parts of the stalk 
In the older parts of the country it is 
now becoming quite general to have the 
maize stover finely shredded before be¬ 
ing fed. This not only increases the 
quantity which becomes available for 
feed, but also leaves the manure in a 
much better condition for soreading on 
the field. 

The general results of feeding experi¬ 
ments made with this product at the 
Maryland and New York stations show 
that as a feed the Etover is greatly in¬ 
creased in value by the removal of the 
pith, the pith being less digestible and, 
on account of its high absorptive prop- 
*rties, consuming too much of the gas¬ 
tric excretions. There seems to be no 
doubt of tbe fact that the feeding value 
of the maize stover is very considerably 
increased both by the removal of the 
pith and by finely grinding the residual 
■hells of the stalks.

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WHY I KEEP SHEEP. 

A Few Remarks From a Happy and 
Contented Sheep Man. 

Because Hike them to stock the farm 
with - . I do not keep them for fun, but 
for the money they make. For the cap¬ 
ital invested, food consumed and labor 
expended, they pay better than any 
other stock I oan handle. Radical as 
this statement may seem to some, it is 
true. All of my old neighbors who have 
made sheep a specialty all their lives 
without one failure have good farms, 
nice homes and a good bank account. 

Sheep are an enemy to weeds and 
burs. "Where they have a chance to run, 
they will completely destroy all noxious 
weeds and briers, making the farm look 
dean and tidy, provided the owner will 
keep his fences in good repair. They 
bring up the fertility of the farm, are 
great equalizers of the soil by grazing 
in the valleys through the day and sleep¬ 
ing on the knolls at night. By their con¬ 
stant grazing—if the field is not over¬ 
stocked in very dry weather—there will 
grow a very thick sod that will produce 
an abundance of feed. They produce the 
most healthful, sweetest and most de¬ 
licious meat for the family of any Other 
stock. The odor from a nicely cooked 
mutton chop will tempt a sick man to 
eat. 

They are unlike all other stock, if de¬ 
cently managed. A good sheep can nev 
er die in debt to a man. If it dies when 
yeaned, it has consumed nothing. If it 
dies the first winter, the wool will pay 
for its keep up to that period. If it lives 
to he sheared once, it brings its owner in 
debt to it, and if the ordinary course of 
wool producing and breeding goes on, 
that indebtedness increases with great 
rapidity as long as the sheep lives. If 
the horse or steer dies at 3 or 4 years 
old, or the cow before breeding, the loss 
is almost a total one. 

One man can take care of and feed 
and handle more sheep than he can of 
any other stock, which reduces the ex¬ 
pense. The farm is so much nicer from 
not being rooted or tramped as by other 
stock. With a little care and trouble we 
can educate our sheep "to do anything we 
want. For instance, at yeaning time we 
have them so tame that in going around 
among them in the shed they will just 
lie still and we can step over them, and 
when driving along the road a few short, 
sharp whistles with the mouth will 
bring the flocks to a standstill. 

I do not write this for the purpose of 
converting any man, but to show that a 
sheep man is on an equal footing with 
any other stock breeder. You will al¬ 
ways find a good sheep man happy and 
contented, says A. S. Forsman in the 
Ohio Farmer. 

Hoxv to Fricassee Calf’s Liver. 

Cut two pounds of liver into strips 
more Than half an inch thick and a 
finger long, add one small onion minced, 
half a cup of gravy or soup stock. Dredge 
the liver with flour and fry to a light 
brown quickly in pork drippings, turn¬ 
ing often. Heat the gray in a saucepan, 
add the minced onions and a teaspoon¬ 
ful of parsley. Put in the fried liver 
and season with one-eighth of a tea¬ 
spoonful of salt and a saltspoonful of 
pepper. Simmer altogether for l5"min- 
utes. Pour in one tablespoonful of lem¬ 
on juice and serve.

Olilo’s Acreage of Wheat.
